WHEAT  AND  SOYA  BEAN  PRODUCTION  IN  NORTHERN  MANCHURIA,.  1921. 

It  is"  estimated  that  the  total  production  of  soya  beans  for  North- 
ern Manchuria  amounts  to  896,000  short  tons  which  is  a  good  average.  This 
is  only  an  estimate  and  estimates  obtained  from  several  reliable  sources 
differ  materially.     Approximately  80  per  cent  of  the  soya  bean  yield  is  ex- 
ported each  year,  principally  in  the  form  of  raw  beans.     The  export  of  bean 
oil  is  about  39  >  000  short  tons  per  annum  but  in  1921  was  much  below  average. 

The  wheat  yield  is  estimated  to  have  been  12,693,000  bushels  as 
compared  with  9  ,707  ,000.  bushels  in  1920.    It  is  estimated  that  70  per  cent 
of  the  wheat  crop  is  exported  to  other  parts  of  China  and  abroad,  the  re- 
mainder being  milled,  locally.
